DETERMINING FACTORS IN 

FIXING PRICE OF WHEAT 


Hon. Arthur Meighen, minister of 
the interior, addressing a gathering 
r. ro?!.'ige' La LPbalrie, August 21st, is 
sported a*> follows: Speaking on 

ire subject of the fixed price of wheat 
The government he stated would have 
etaobeen glat to have left the matter 
alone, but is soon saw that it had to 
do something or the wheat would not 
move out of the country. The banks 
refused to finance the crops unless the 
government got behind it, and the 
railways made it clear that unless 
the government saw that the wheat 
was bought they would not move it. 
Three methods of handling were then 
discussed by the government. 

Three Alternatives 
The first was that the government 
buy at a fixed price and take the 
chances of gain or loss, the second 
trat a minimum price be fixed by law 
and allow trading above that price on¬ 
ly. This was very seriously consid¬ 
ered. The trird alternative was the 
step which the government has taken. 
By the first method there might have 
been gain or loss to tre government. 
The government had a right to look 
for neither. If the second alterna¬ 
tive rad been adopted tre banks would 
have paid only up to the fixed price 
Under the plan adopted by tre govern¬ 
ment will pay *2.15 per bushel for the 
- wheat, sell it to the best advantage, 
pool the proceeds and pay the pro¬ 
ducer his proportional share of the 
profits. 

Mr Meighen wished it to be under¬ 
stood that the government had not 
set the price on wreat, but rad , 
simply set the price which will be I 
advanced by the government. One 
■of tre reasons why this was done was 
that the United States price would 
have tencdency to put up the Can¬ 
adian price and as the United States 
crop was handled by tre government 
of that country it might keep the 
Canadian up so that it could dispose 
of its own crop and then let tre Can¬ 
adian price fall. Such a thing might 
be done. 

Producer Gets Profit 
Under the present arrangement the 
profit goes to the produce and not to 
the speculator, and a farmer is able 
to get on witr his work instead of 
rushing about to sell his wheat, said 
the minister. 

Answering a question, Mr Meigren 
said that he would not see that the 


British government is in a position 
to say wrat it shall pay for its wheat. 
He thought the price of $1.8u mention¬ 
ed in recent news despatches is the 
price to British millers, the British 
government absorbing any loss In the 
tunover in the interests of the labor¬ 
ing classes. Asked about the price of 
flour, Mr Meighen said that the board 
has power to determine wrat the Ca¬ 
nadian miller srall pay and decide 
wrat porits he shall make.

"Horse" menas 
any Horse. Mare, Filly. Colt. Gelding, 
Ass or mule. “Sheep" means any

Henry E. Spencer, who was nomin¬ 
ated as a candidate for the Federal 
Parliament at the recent U. F. A. po¬ 
litical convention, held at Wainwright, 
has the distinction of being the first 
candidate to be nominated in the new 
political movement by the organized 
farmers of Western Candad. Mr H. 
E. Spencer, in many respects, personi¬ 
fies the ideals behind the farmers poli- 
ical movement. He is a real farmer 
candidate, and moreover he is a young 
man with no previous political party 
affiliations. If the farmers of the 
Battle river constituency were hoping 
for a candidate who would be more 
typical of the U. F. A. movement, they 
could not have found a better, Mr 
Spencer has been connected with the 
U.F.A. near Edgerton, where he re¬ 
sides, since he settled there in 1919. 
Two years latter he helped form the 
McCafferty local, with which Mr Spen 
cer has been identified ever since, and 
in 1914 he was president. His ini- 
tative and good-natured agressiveness 
commended him to the farmers of the 
district as U.F.. director for the Bat¬ 
tle River constituency. 

Mr Spencer has the record for doing 
new things. His election as director 
was a new thing, since he was un¬ 
avoidably detained at home, and this 
was the first case of an officer of the 
U.F.A. being elected to office on the 
first occasion when not present at the 
conventioin. It is significant also of 
Mr Spencer’s belief in equal rights, 


particularly as regards men and wo¬ 
men, that Mrs. Spencer addressed the 
convention on his behalf when he was 
elected. He has been re-elected at 
each convention since. 

H. E. Spencer was born on the farm 
at Alcester, Warwickshire, England, in 
1882, so that he is still quite a young 
man. He was given a good education 
and on leaving school went into a 
bank, where he served for eight years 
and afterwards he was in the printing 
business in Paris, France, for one 
year. He came to Alberta in 1908 
and in 1909 homesteaded at Edger¬ 
ton. He is now farming in partner 
ship with his brother Herbert. 

A sketch of Henry E. Spencer would 
be incomplete without reference to his 
brother. It would be difficult to say 
how much of Henry’s success is due to 
the co-operation of his brother Her¬ 
bert. The two brothers are like the 
Siamese twins. They are constantly 
together in work and counsel. While 
Heny apeas to have the largrr share 
of initative and aggresiveness he 
seems to rely on his brother's judge¬ 
ment, Herbert has an unusual share 
of modesty and is apparently anxious 
that his brother should take first place 
When it comes to making a speech 
they say Herbert can put it all over 
Henry, but Herbert would not admit 
this. Since Henry Spencer became 
director of the Battle River consti¬ 
tuency his work has met with signal 
success. He has the proud distinc¬ 
tion of being the youngest U.F.A. di¬ 
rector and having charge of the con-

acres of land owned by him within

sex shall not be allowed to run at 
large under the Provisions of this 
Section. 

8. The provisions of Sections 208 
to 315 Inclusive of the Municipal Dis¬ 
trict Act shall be deemed to be in¬ 
corporated in and form part of this 
By.Law. 


9. The provisions of the Stray An¬ 
imals Ordinance; the Entire Animals 
Ordinance; the Herd Ordinance; and 
the Pound District Ordinance shall 
cease to be operative within the Muni- 
pcial District of Merton No. 451, on 
the coming into force of this.By-law 

10. Any person who suffers or per¬ 
mits any animal which he is entitled 
to possession of to be at large within 
the limits of theMunicipal District of 
Merton, No. 451; contrary to the pro¬ 
visions of this By-Law; and shall up¬ 
on summary conviction under Part 
XV of the Criminal Code forfeit and 
pay as a Penalty an amount not ex¬ 
ceeding $100.00 One Hundred Dollars) 
and costs and in default of payment 
forthwith after conviction shall be li¬ 
able to punishment by imprisonment 
with or without hard labor, for a per¬ 
iod not exceeding Thirty days; unless 
such fine and costs; including the 
costs of commttal are sooner paid. 

1L By.Law No. 2 of the Municipal 
District; of Merton No. 451; and all 
Amendments thereto for the Restrain 
ing and Regulating of Animals run¬ 
ning at large within the limits of the 
Municipal District; shall be deemed 
to be repealed on the coming into 
force of this By-law.

The summer rate 
on horses for five days cover while 
in transit is one.half of one per cent, 
while the winter rate is three fourths 
of one per cent, For a trip requiring 
ten days, insurance the summer rate 
is one per cent and the winter rate 
and one half per cent. The rate for 
cattle in transit is about double that 
of harses.

In addition to this form the com. 
panies require a certificate from a 
qualified veterinary surgeon, and a 
special form for this purpose is sup¬ 
plied by the company and attached to 
the proposal form. This is to assure 
the company that the animal is sound 
and healthy at the time the proposal 
is submitted. This examination us 
ually costs $5.00, which is paid to the 
vet., in addition to the premium. 

If there is no veterinary surgeon 
in the district, then a small form 
known as a fifteen-day waiver must 
be signed or initialed by the proposer. 
This provides that the insurance 
company incurs no liability for fifteen 
days after the insurance is in force, 
if the animal contracts any disease 
during that time, or if it dies during 
the fifteen days in consequence of an 
accident which occurred previous to 
the date of the insurance. This 
waiver is not acceptable for ordinary 
grade stock.

Farms. Another disease is the put- 
aing forth of Wild Oats, whereinto 
Corn oftentimes (especially Barlye)) 
doth degenerate. It hapneth chiefly 
from the Weakness of the Grain that 
is sown: for if it either be too old or 
mouldy, it will bring forth Wild Oats 
l ....Another disease is Weeds: and 
they are such, as either Choak or 
Overshadow the Corn, and bear it 
down, or starve the Corn, and deceive 
it of nourishment— Bacon, Natural 
History, 1625.

Ktitutency having the largest U.F.A. 
membership. The healthy state of 
the U.F.A. movement in the Battle 
River constituency is a fine tribute to 
his work: In the first four months 

of 1919 he formed over thirty locals 
in Battle River. Ih there is any con¬ 
stituency which should be able to elect 
a farmer's candidate it is Battle Riv¬ 
er. At the recent political convention 
with 400 delegates and approximate¬ 
ly 800 people present, one got the im¬ 
pression that the farmers of Battle 
River would do anything for Henry 
Spencer. They successively elected 
him chairman of the convention, pre¬ 
sident of the district political asso¬ 
ciation, and then gave him the nomin¬ 
ation as their candidate for the Fed¬ 
eral House. 

Ten names were put up for the no¬ 
mination and when the opposing nom¬ 
inees were called upon for speeches, 
Mr Spencer said less than any of them 
He simply told them that if he was 
nominated he would do his best. 

He was not a great success as the 
chairman of the convention, several 
times having to be put right on parli- 
mentary proceedure from the floor of 
the house, but each time he accepted 
the correction with courtesy and good 
grace, admitted liis error and went 
on. That is a good indication of his 
character. He is always sincere and 
trying to do something to better the 
condition of his class. He makes 
mistakes but he cheefully accepts cor¬ 
rection and goes on trying to do bet¬ 
ter. If he is elected to Parliament 
the house will hear from him. He is 
not afraid to speak his mind, is an un¬ 
compromising opponent of special pri- 
vilge, and when he is convinced that
